on the verge of starvation has long been an 
American habit. The inefficient are among 
the first victims of hard times.

With the coming of the de- 
pression, welfare agencies got into action. 
There were campaigns of education con- 
cerning the good and the bad in nutrition. 
With material help went persistent advice 
concerning what to eat, and "thus not only 
was starvation forestalled in that large 
group of people, but in some instances the 
nutritive deficiency of years was correct- 
ed."

TOUR STARTS FDR'S CAMPAIGN 


WASHINGTON—Though there will be 
*^ 
no formal announcement for some 


time to come, the President's campaign 
plans gradually are taking shape.

The first will be a tour of 
Public Works projects and of the drought 
areas of the West. The second will be a 
series of quick, hard-hitting speeches in the 
bigger cities of the East. 


The first trip will begin toward the end 


of August or early in September. It will be 
primarily an inspection tour without much 
out-and-out political haranguing. Most of 
the President's speeches will emphasize 
observation, flood control, drought preven- 
tion and the farm problem. - 


Chief purpose of the trip will be personal 


contacts—always important. People will 
have a chance to look at the President. 


Second phase of the campaign will come 


dui-ing the month of October and will be a 
series of short, quick trips out of Washing- 
ton. On these Roosevelt will fire the hard- 
est-hitting shots of the campaign, in the 
areas where the battling will be most bit- 
ter—New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illi- 
nois and the industrial East.

country m all sea&on*. 


We saw yesterday how Dr. Wyman 


proved that this pollen was definitely 
the cause of hay fever. 
It la not 


surprising, therefore, to learn that 
the peak of the hay fever season- 
when the noses run like rivers and 
the eyes itch the worst—is exactly 
the period when there is the most 
ragweed pollen In the air. 


In Chicago, the high point is be- 


tween August 26 and September 11. 
In Houston, between October 5 and 
October 17. While there is some 
slight variation in different years, th« 
curves ar* !n general very much the 
same. 


A pollen grain of ragweed is on* 


of the smallest and finest of all Put 
beside a pollen grain of corn a rag- 
wa«d grain would look like a marblt 
beside a basket ball. And corn pol- 
len i» almost Invisible, so it is not 
surprising that ragweed pollen can 
811 the air and not be seen. 


Fill the. air It does. 
During the 


month or six weeks e£ **>• season a 
million tcni of ragweed pollen falls 
on th» United States. If this were 
piled In one heap its peak would b« 
aa high as the Empire State build- 
ing, and Its has* would cover Central 
park. 


Now Tor the plan for prevention. 


Why can't all these useless plants 
be cut down and destroyed before the 
season begins? 


It is u plant of civilization. 
It 


does not grow on the prairies or in 
the forests, but along fences, on rail- 
way sidings, against buildings. 


A crew of men, directed by one 


bo«a who has been taught to recog- 
nize the plant, could cut down and 
burn tons of it In a few weeks. 


We have been racking our brains 


:o find something useful for the un- 
employed to do.

o destroying ragweed?
